I  heg  to  present  my  Report  on  the  public  health,  sanitary 
circumstances  and  vital  statistics  of  the  Borough  of  Reigate  in  the 

year  1962. 

ihe  Report  is  drawn  up  generally  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  the  i  inistry  of  Health,  as  indicated  in  Circular  1/63,  and  contains 
the  information  requested  in  the  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations,  1959. 

The  year  1962  was  generally  very  favourable  from  a  health  point  of 
via,'.  .  There  was  no  unusual  or  excessive  prevalence  of  infectious  or 
other  illness,  though  mild  influenza  and  respiratory  ailments  were  fairly 
widespread  for  a  short  period  in  the  early  part  of  January.  The  rates 
of  prevalence  of  the  various  notifiable  infections  were,  without  exception, 
amongst  the  lowest  yet  observed  in  the  Borough,  and  most  markedly  so  as 
regards  ^scarlet  fever  and  pneumonia.  The  complete  absence  of  confirmed 
cases  of  poliomyelitis  and  other  acute  infectious  diseases  of  the  nervous 
system,  and  of  illness  directly  attributable  to  the  consumption  of  infected 
food,  is  especially  noteworthy. 

In  the  field  of  active  prevention  it  is  gratifying  to  record 
satisfactory  and,  in  some  instances,  increased  rates  of  acceptance  of 
protective  inoculation  against  the  ever-widening  range  of  diseases  for 
which  effective  immunising  agents  are  now  available.  Attention  is  drawn 
to  two  important  developments  in  this  field.  One  was  the  introduction 
in  the  early  part  of  the  year  of  an  oral  vaccine  against  poliomyelitis 
which,  apart  from  ease  of  administration,  has  very  decided  advantages  from 
the  immunological  and  epidemiological  points  of  view.  The  other  development 
was  the  declaration  of  official  policy  on  the  subject  of  infant  vaccination 
against  smallpox,  on  which  there  has  recently  been  some  division  of  medical 
opinion.  ihe  i.. inis  ter  of  Health  has  now  been  advised  and  has  recommended 
to  Local  Health  Authorities  that  routine  vaccination  should  continue  in 
early  childhood,  but  preferably  in  the  second  year,  when  there  is  less  risk 
of  complications.  This  will  cause  less  interference  with  the  timing  of 
other  primary  immunising  procedures,  which  are  usually  undertaken  in  the 

first  year  and  are  possibly  of  more  immediate  importance  than  vaccination 

against  smallpox. 

In  most  respects  the  various  statistical  rates  for  the  year  compare 
favourably  with  any  recently  recorded  in  the  Borough  and  with  those  for 
the  Country  as  a  whole.  The  recorded  birth  rate  of  15*3  is  above  the 
average,  though  there  was  also  an  advance  in  the  rate  of  mortality  of  new¬ 
born  infants  and  in  the  proportion  registered  as  stillborn.  The  crude 
eath  rate  of  12.8  is  1.0  higher  than  in  1961,  but  closely  approaches 
the  annual  average  in  the  preceding  decade;  the  adjusted  rate  of  10.8 
compares  with  11. 9  for  England  and  Rales. 
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.n.s  regards  specified,  causes  of  death,  attention  is  drawn  to  the 
greatly  increased  mortality  from  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation, 
par oiculai  ly  coronary  thrombosis ,  angina  and  hypertension  and,  in  much 
lesser  degree,  from  respiratory  diseases  and  cerebral  haci: orrhage.  Although 
the  total  deaths  from  cancer  and  malignant  disease  do  not  appreciably 
exceed  the  average,  the  number  attributed  to  cancer  of  the  lungs  was  the 
highest  yet  recorded  in  the  Borough.  Reference  is  made  to  a  two-fold 
increase  in  fatal  road  accidents  and  to  deaths  from  injuries  sustained  by 
tne  elderly  in  accidental  falls. 

Substantial  progress  vas  made  in  implementing  the  Council's  programme 

^  clearance  of  unfit  dwellings.  Twenty-eight  such  dwellings  in 
Kedhill  were  officially  represented  as  suitable  for  clearance,  and 
preliminary  inspections  were  made  of  a  further  forty  dwelling  houses  in 
the  same  area  with  a  view  to  similar  action.  There  were,  in  addition,  the 
usual  routine  housing  inspections  and  special  visits  made  in  connection  :ith 
applications  for  Council  housing  accommodation. 

Brief  reference  is  made  to  the  routine  activities  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  in  connection  with  the  measures  taken  to  ensure  a  satisfactory 
standard  01  purity  and  quality  of  water,  milk  and  food  supplies,  the 
prevention  of  atmospheric  pollution,  noise  abatement,  sanitary  inspection, 
tne  .supervision  and  control  of  caravan  sites,  duties  under  the  Factories 
and  Shops  Act,  disinfection  and  disinfestation  and  other  matters  directly 
concerned,  with  communal  health  and  environmental  hygiene. 

mlthougn  health  education  is  largely  in  the  province  of  the 
divisionalised  County  services,  the  staff  of  the  Borough  Public  Health 
Department  frequently  give  talks  on  health  subjects  to  various  types  of 
orcanioed  audiences,  in  addition  to  the  individual  advice  and  instruction 
given  in  the  course  of  routine  visiting,  the  display  of  posters  and  distribution 
0;  leaflets-  Following  the  publication  of  the  Report  by  the  Royal  College 
oi  Physicians  on  ''Smoking  and  Health",  the  Surrey  County  Council  promoted 
an  intensive  publicity  campaign  to  focus  the  attention  of  young  audiences 
on  the  health  hazards  of  excessive  cigarette  smoking.  This  was  carried  out 
by  a  suitably  staffed  and  equipped  mobile  unit  which  visited  most  of  the 
senior  schools  and  youth  clubs  in  the  Borough.  The  Borough  Council 
co-operated  by  meeting  the  cost  of  visits  by  the  Unit  to  Evening  Institutes, 
arent/Teacher  Associations  and  other  suitable  audiences  not  covered  by  the 
County  Council' s  programme.  It  is  generally  agreed  that  the  campaign  was 
well  ./orth  while  and,  although  its  value  was  somewhat  limited  by  the  brevity 
of  the  visits  to  the  various  centres,  it  is  intended  to  be  the  beginning  of 
what  must  inevitably  be  a  long  term  programme. 

i  -*-n  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  acknowledge  my  very  sincere  appreciation 
of  tne  loyal  and  conscientious  service  given  by  every  member  of  my  staff  in 
the  year  under  review,  and  also  my  indebtedness  to  lr.  R.  Frankhaw,  Chief 
public  Health  Inspector,  for  his  valuable  assistance  and  close  co-operation 
in  all  matters  concerning  the  work  of  the  Department.  j.y  sincere  thanks 
are  due  also  to  the  Chairman  and  I  embers  of  the  ublic  Health  Committee 

for  the  support  and  consideration  they  have  kindly  extended  to  me  throughout 

the  year.

Population 

The  resident  population  of  the  Borough  at  mid-year,  1962,  was 
estimated,  by  the  Registrar-General  tc  be  54,680.  This  represents 
a  population  increment  of  420,  or  0.7  per  cent.,  in  the  preceding 
twelve  months,  of  which  136  is  attributable  to  natural  increase 
(i.e.  the  number  by  which  the  live  births  exceeded  the  total  deaths) 
and  284  to  migration  into  the  area.  The  total  estimated  gain,  and 
particularly  that  ascribed  to  migration,  is  the  smallest  for  several 
years. 

me  preliminary  analysis  of  the  population  as  enumerated  at  the 
19o1  census  gives  the  total  population  of  the  Borough  as  33,751,  composed 
of  23,198  males  and  28,553  females  (i.e.  a  ratio  of  1  :  1.13).  There 
were  16,753  private  households  with  a  population  of  51,127  persons. 

The  over-all  density  of  population  was  5*2  persons  per  acre. 


Births 


A  total  of  841  live  births  (423  males  and  41  &  females)  was 
assigned  to  the  Borough  in  1962.  This  represents  a  recorded  birth 
rate  of  15 - 3  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population,  which  is  above  the 
average  and  0.8  higher  than  the  rate  for  1961.  tlhen  adjusted  in  the 
prescribed  manner  for  purposes  of  comparison,  the  local  rate  is  reduced 

to  14.9,  which  compares  with  the  National  rate  of  18.0  for  the  same 

period. 

Tne  illegitimacy  rate  of  47  per  1 ,000  live  births  is  much  above 
the  average  for  the  past  ten  years.  The  proportion  of  illegitimate 
stillbirths  is  also  higher  than  usual. 


The  nineteen  registered  stillbirths  represent  a  rate  of  22.0  per 
1,000  total  births,  /hich  is  the  highest  for  several  years.  All  but 
three  of  the  stillbirths  tool:  place  in  local  maternity  units.

Deaths 


There  were  705  registered  deaths  (350  of  males  and  355  of  females) 
01  persons  normally  resident  in  the  Borough.  The  crude  or  recorded 
death  rate  calculated  on  this  total  was  12.8  per  1,000  of  the  estimated 
resident  population,  as  compared  with  11.8  in  1  96I  and  an  average  rate 
01  12.2  in  the  preceding  five  years.  .rhen  adjusted  for  purposes  of 
comparison,  the  recorded  rate  is  reduced  to  10.8,  which  compares  with 
11.9  for  the  Country  as  a  whole.

Of  the  fifteen  infants  who  died  in  their  first  year,  thirteen 
failed  to  survive  lor  one  week.  Eleven  of  these  deaths  took  place 
in  hospital  and  were  attributed  to  prematurity,  birth  injuries  or 
congenital  mail ormat ion:  the  remaining  four  included  one  from  acute 
pneumonia,  one  resulting  from  injuries  received  in  a  motor  vehicle 
accident,  one  from  inattention  at  birth  and  one  from  homicide ;  the 
last  three  were  the  subject  of  Coroner' s  inquests.  The  infant  deaths 
represent  a  mortality  rate  of  17.3  per  1,000  live  births.  This  rate 
is  5.2  above  that  for  1961 ,  but  approximates  to  the  annual  average  for 
the  Borough  and  compares  favourably  with  the  corresponding  rate  of 
21.4  for  England  and  'ales. 

Deaths  in  the  other  age  groups  and  their  distribution  between  the 
sexes  are  generally  in  accord  with  the  usual  pattern,  apart  from 
relative  increases  in  the  older  age  groups. 

As  regards  the  certified  causes  of  death,  there  was  a  considerable 
rise  in  the  number  ascribed  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation, 
which  accounted  for  rather  more  than  one-third  of  the  total.  The 
increase  was,  in  the  main,  confined  to  coronary  disease  and  hypertension, 
predominantly  amongst  males,  though  degenerative  heart  affections 
occurring  in  association  with  senility  made  more  than  their  usual 
contribution.  There  was  also  a  substantial  rise  in  the  number  of 
deaths  attributed  to  disease  and  affections  of  the  blood  vessels  of  the 
brain. 


The  total  deaths  from  cancer  and  malignant  disease,  which  form  the 
second  largest  mortality  group,  only  slightly  exceeded  the  annual  average 
for  the  Borough  in  the  past  five  years  and  represent  an  adjusted  death 
rate  of  1.73,  which  compares  with  the  National  rate  of  2.17.  As  regards 
the  organs  affected,  there  were  six  more  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  womb  i 

and  three  more  from  cancer  of  the  lung  than  in  1  961  ,  and  a  general 
reduction  of  mortality  from  malignant  disease  of  other  sites.  The 
number  of  women  who  die  from  cancer  of  the  womb  fluctuates  fairly  widely 
from  year  to  year  and  is  not  statistically  important;  the  increase  in 
the  number  of  persons  dying  from  lung  cancer  is,  however,  significant 
in  that  it  represents  continuance  of  the  narked  upward  trend  that  has 
been  observed  in  the  Borough,  as  elsewhere,  in  the  past  decade. 
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The  death  rates  for  the  various  infectious  diseases  remained  at 
a  very  low  level,  those  for  influenza  and  respiratory  tuberculosis,  in 
particular.*  being  amongst  the  lowest  on  record.  There  were,  however, 
relatively  more  deaths  from  bronchitis  and  non-specific  respiratory 
ailments,  which  in  many  cases  occurred  as  a  terminal  complication  in 
long  standing  chronic  illness. 

Twelve  persons  were  fatally  injured  in  motor  vehicle  accidents, 
as  compared  with  six  in  1961 ,  eight  in  1 960  and  seven  in  each  of  the 
two  preceding  years;  four  of  those  killed  were  elderly  pedestrians. 

.  Of  the  fifteen  deaths  from  other  accidental  causes,  nine  rere  indirectly 
due  to  fractures  sustained  by  aged  persons  in  accidental  falls,  two 
resulted  from  inadvertent  over-dosage  of  sedative  drugs  and  two  from 
misadventure;  there  were  five  fewer  deaths  under  this  heading  than  in

The  numbers  of  deaths  ascribed  to  other  specified  causes  are  set 
out  in  Table  III  and  do  not  indicate  unusual  or  excessive  mortality  from 
any  particular  cause. 

Extracts  from  the  Vital  Statistics  for  the  year  are  set  out  in 
Table  I  and  comparative  statistics  for  the  years  1934  to  19&2  are  shown 

in  Table  II.

It  was  not  necessary  to  take  action  under  this  Section  to  secure 
the  compulsory  removal  to  hospital  or  other  suitable  premises  of  persons 
who  were  not  being  properly  cared  for  in  their  own  homes. 

There  were  four  cases  in  which  it  was  thought  such  action  might  be 
considered.  One  was  removed  to  hospital  under  other  statutory  powers, 
one  was  eventually  persuaded  to  accept  institutional  care  and  two,  which 
were  primarily  cases  of  unsocial  behaviour  due  to  senile  dementia,  were 
successfully  dealt  with  by  the  1  ental  'Welfare  Officer. 

In  a  considerable  number  of  cases,  mainly  of  elderly  persons  living 
alone,  deterioration  of  the  sanitary  state  of  the  envii’onment  and  of  the 
standard  of  personal  care  to  the  point  of  warranting  compulsory  action 
was  prevented  by  the  timely  provision  of  domiciliary  services.  Conspicuous 
among  the  latter  was  the  service  rendered  by  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  in  effecting  the  cleansing  of  insanitary  premises  as  a 
preliminary  to  the  attendance  of  an  official  Home  Help.  Special 
reference  should  also  be  made  to  the  assistance  and  close  co-operation 
of  the  Principal  Divisional  ’.7  el  fare  Officer,  whose  sympathetic  and  tactful 
handling  of  unusually  difficult  cases  is  deserving  of  the  highest 
commendation. 

The  periodic  visits  paid  by  the  general  Health  Visitors  to  certain 
elderly  persons,  and  more  especially  to  those  recently  discharged  from 
hospital,  with  a  view  to  the  provision  of  any  official  or  voluntary 
services  that  appear  to  be  necessary,  have  proved  a  valuable  means  of 
enabling  many  senile  and  partially  disabled  persons  to  maintain  a 
reasonably  satisfactory  standard  of  personal  care  and  cleanliness  in 
their  own  homes.  It  is  expected  that  utilisation  of  the  services 
of  the  Health  Visitors  in  this  manner  may  be  more  often  necessary  in 
the  future.

V/ater 

Every  dwelling  house  in  the  Borough  has  a  continuous  and  direct 
suPply  of . water  from  the  public  mains,  with  the  exception  of  a 
bungalo  ■  in  G-atton  Park,  which  has  a  piped  and  filtered  supply  from 
a  nearby  spring,  and  a  detached  cottage  on  the  outskirts  of  Reigate, 
which  was  recently  found  to  derive  its  water  supply  from  a  shallow  well. 
Samples  from  both  these  sources  were  reported  to  be  bacteriologically 
impure.  In  the  former  case,  the  bacterial  quality  of  the  water  was 
brought  up  to  a  satisfactory  standard  by  necessary  attention  to  the 
filtering  apparatus;  in  the  latter  case,  the  elderly  couple  who  occupy 
t*;e. cottage  opposed  the  provision  of  mains  supply  and  were,  accordingly, 
advised  to  boil  all  water  used  for  drinking  and  domestic  purposes  and  to 
ake  requisite  precautions  with  regard  to  the  plumbo -solvency  action  of 
the  water.  Thirty-nine  cottages  in  Ladbroke  Road,  Redhill,  which  had 
a  mains  supply  through  an  intermediate  storage  tank,  were  all  connected 
airect  to  the  public  main  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  mains  water,  which  is  distributed  in  the  whole  of  the  area  by 
the  East  Surrey  Eater  Company,  is  derived  from  deep  borings  in  the  chalk 
and  is  softened,  chlorinated  and  de-chlorinated  before  distribution  to 
consumers.  .  Samples  of  the  water  before  and  after  treatment  are  submitted 
a  least  twice  weekly  for  bacteriological  examination,  under  private 
arrangements  made  by  the  Company.  In  addition,  samples  of  the  treated 
water  are  examined  chemically  and/or  bacteriologically  about  once  a  week 
under . a  rota  system  arranged,  by  the  1  .edical  Officers  of  Health  of  the 
districts  supplied  by  the  Compaiy,  thus  avoiding  duplication  of  sampling. 
Samples  are  taken  in  each  district  at  stated  times  and  copies  of  the 
analyses  reports  are  circulated  for  the  information  of  the  other  districts 
concerned.  These  reports  invariably  indicated  that  the  chemical  and 
bacterial  purity  of  the  water  reached  a  very  high  standard.  The 
following  report  is  typical  of  those  received  during  the  year: - 

"This  sample  is  practically  clear  and  bright  in  appearance, 
iias  a  reaction  slightly  on  the  alkaline  side  of  neutrality 
and  is  free  from  metals.  The  hardness  of  the  water  is  very 
i:io derate  ano.  it  contains  no  excess  of  mineral  or  saline 
constituents  in  solution.  it  conforms  to  the  highest 
standard  of  organic  quality  and  bacterial  purity. 

These  results  arc  considered  satisfactory  and  indicate  a 
pure  and  wholesome  water  suitable  for  drinking  and  domestic 
uses. " 


The  supply  was  adequate  in  quantity  throughout  the  year  and  was 
augmented,  when  necessary,  by  distribution  of  water  from  the  reserve 
boreholes  at  The  Clears  and  Buckland. 


About  165  caravans  on  approved  sites  in  the  Borough  are  supplied 
vith  njains  water  by  means  of  standpipes,  which  in  most  cases  are  within 
reasonable  distance  of  the  caravans.  Twenty-one  other  caravans  have  a 
mains  supply  to  each  caravan,  in  nineteen  instances  through  an  inter¬ 
mediate  storage  tank. 


Samples  of  water  from  an  artesian  well  supplying  a  mineral  water 
actony  were  reported  to  reach  a  very  high  stanaard  of  bacterial  purity, 
he  use  of  this  supply  for  manufacturing  purposes  has  now  been 

discontinued. 
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Swimming  Baths  and  Pools 


There  are  two  public  swim  ing  baths  in  the  Borough.  Both  are 
covered  baths  owned  and  controlled  by  the  Corporation,  and  are  equipped 
with  the  necessary  plant  for  continuous  filtration  and  chlorination, 
ihe  baths  are  filled  iron  the  public  mains  and  are  emptied  and  re-filled 
if  the  chemical  quality  oi  the  water  tends  to  fall  below  the  required 
standard.;  such  action  was  not  called  for  in  1962  because  of  the  efficient 
operation  of  the  new  apparatus  installed  in  the  previous  year. 


In  addition  to  the  chemical  tests  that  are  made  at  least  five  times 
a  day.  by  the  Baths  Lanager,  samples  of  water  from  both  baths  were 
submitted  to  analysis  at  the  height  of  the  bathing  season,  and  were 
reported  to  be  of  satisfactory  organic  and  bacterial  purity. 

Equally  satisfactory  results  were  obtained  from  samples  of  water 
taken  from  two  open-air  swimming  pools  recently  brought  into  use  at 
local  schools.  -although  the  water  in  one  of  the  pools  was  of 
satisfactory  bacterial  quality,  the  system  of  hand  chlorination 
temporarily  in  use  was  considered  to  be  unreliable  and  arrangements 
are,  accordingly,  being  made  to  instal  suitable  plant  for  automatic 
and  continuous  filtration  and  chlorination. 


Drainage,  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  arrangements  for  drainage,  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal,  are 
reasonably  adequate  in  all  parts  of  the  Borough.  Extensions  of  the 
foul  and  surface  water  sewers  were  carried  out,  as  necessary,  to  meet 
new  building  development  and  also  in  connection  with  the  widening  of 
Brighton  Road,  Redhill.  The  Nags  Head  Pumping  Station  was  completely 
reconstructed  and  equipped  with  new  pumps  and  rising  main  to  discharge 
into  the  main  sewer  at  the  Earlswood  Sewage  Disposal  vforks. 

There  was  no  important  change  in  the  arrangements  made  by  the 
Borough  Engineer  &  Surveyor  for  the  emptying  and  disposal  of  cesspool 
contents.  Seven  dwelling  houses  with  cesspool  drainage  were  connected 
to  the  public  sexier. 

Thirty-seven  premises  have  a  septic-tanlc/filter-bed  system  of 
sewage  disposal.  Pour  installations,  draining  six  of  these  properties, 
were  overhauled  and  repaired  during  the  year.  This  was  necessary  in 
each  case  because  of  complete  breakdown  of  the  system  was  a  result  of 
lack  of  maintenance.  The  remedial  measures  advised  included  the 
provision  of  adequate  access  points  for  maintenance  purposes. 


Closet  Accommo da t ion 


All  dwellings  in  the  Borough  are  on  the  water  carriage  system, 
with  the  exception  of  about  eight  properties  on  the  rural  outskirts 
of  the  district,  where  the  apparatus  available  is  a  pail  or  chemical 
closet,  and  disposal  of  sink  waste  liquids  is  to  some  form  of  cesspool 
or  soakaway.  Pour  such  properties  were  converted  to  the  water 
carriage  system  during  the  year. 


Rivers  and  Streams 

The  streams  and  surface  water  courses  in  the  area  are  regularly 
inspected  and  all  necessary  action  is  taken  to  render  them  free  from 
obstruction,  pollution  and  rodent  infestation. 
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Public  Cleansing 


I  am  indebted  to  the  Cleansing  Superintendent  for  the  following

at14.pa2!'ts  of  the  B°rough,  though  more  frequent  collections  were  made 
of  trade  refuse  having  a  high  content  of  putrescible  matter.  A  slight 
improvement  in  the  labour  situation  in  1962  made  it  generally  easier 
to  follow  regular  collection  schedules  and  to  revert  to  normal  working 
very  soon  after  interruption  of  the  service  at  holiday  periods. 

tne  extraction  of  waste  paper,  bottles,  textiles,  metals 
ana  other  material  of  salvage  value,  the  bulk  of  the  refuse  is  disposed 
by  ^cineration  at  the  Earlswood  Depot.  The  total  quantity  disposed 
of  in  1962  was  18,237  tons.  ~ 

Inc  separate  collection  of  food  waste  was  discontinued  during  the 
year  as  the  amount  of  material  thus  made  available  for  processing  for 
animal  food  was  insufficient  to  justify  the  expenditure  involved. 

,e  scheme  for  the  supply  of  individual  containers  on  free  loan  to 
Householders ,  which  had  been  implemented  to  a  limited  extent,  was  also 
brought  to  an  end,  mainly  for  financial  reasons.

Shops 

Inspections  for  the  purposes  of  the  Shops  Act,  1950,  continue  to 
be  made  as  and  when  necessary. 

In  accordance  with  local  practice,  all  plans  submitted  to  the 
Borough  Engineer  &  Surveyor  relating  to  shops  are  passed  to  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  to  enable  him  to  offer  advice  or  suggestions, 
more  particularly  with  regard  to  ventilation  of  shop  fronts,  lighting, 
sufficiency  of  sanitary  accommodation ,  water  supply  and  drainage. 


Came  in  p~  and  Caravan  Sites 

The  Corporation  Caravan  Site  in  Three  Arch  Road,  Rc-dhill,  has 
accommodation  for  a  maximum  of  thirty-nine  caravans  and  is  almost 
exclusively  restricted  to  applicants  having  residential  or  occupational 
connections  with  the  Borough*  As  far  as  possible,  one  plot  is  kept 
vacant  and  so  immediately  available  for  urgent  and  special  cases. 

The  site  has  a  sanitary  block,  with  communal  washing  and  toilet 
facilities ;  the  general  amenities  were  improved  during  the  year  by 
he  provision  o:  additional  water  standpipes,  fire  fighting  appliances 
and  storage  accommodation,  and  the  widening  and  improvement  of  the 
roads  and  paths  on  the  site  to  conform  as  nearly  as  possible  with  the 
1  °del  Standards  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act, 
I960.  There  were  nine  new  lettings  in  1962,  and  a  total  of  forty- 
seven  families  were  in  occupation  at  some  time  during  the  year. 

-j- he  running-down  of  the  site  in  Earlswood,  acquired  by  the 
Council  in  1961  for  eventual  closure  and  utilisation  of  the  land 
for  permanent  housing  development,  continued  during  the  year.  In 
accordance  with  this  policy  the  number  of  caravans  was  reduced  from 
/enty-six  to  fifteen,  in  seven  instances  by  transfer  to  the 
permanent  site  at  Three  Arch  Road. 
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There  are  also  two  privately  owned  caravan  sites,  with 
accommodation  for  about  127  caravans.  At  one  of  these  the  works 
and  improvements  necessary  to  comply  with  the  conditions  of  the 
site  Licei  ce  *ere  practically  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year  and 
wormwas  then  in  progress  on  agreed  extensions  to  accommodate  a 
further  fifteen  caravans  of  the  "mobile  home"  class,  each  provided 
with  mams  water,  electricity,  internal  water  closet,  bathroom  and 
main  drainage  connection.  tfork  had  not  yet  begun  at  the  other  site 
to  el  feet  the  improvements  necessary  to  comply  with  the  i  odel  Standards, 
but  a  comprehensive  scheme,  with  that  object,  had  been  received  and 
approved  by  the  Council. 

N°  new  licences  were  granted  under  Section  269  of  the  Public 
Act,  19.^6,  in  respect  of  caravans  intended  for  permanent 
residential  use.  Two  existing  licences  ./ere  renewed  on  grounds  of 
special  circumstances,  as  compared  with  thirteen  six  years  ago. 


Atmospheric  Pollution  (Clean  Air  Act,  1956 ) 

There  were  four  complaints  of  nuisance  from  smoke  in  1 962 . 

Two  arose  from  faulty  operation  of  small  space  heating  boilers  at 
local  factories,  one  from  defects  in  the  boiler  fittings  at  a 
horticultural  nursery  and  one  from  the  use  of  the  wrong  type  of  fuel 
a  a  hotel.  The  advice  given  to  the  management  in  each  case  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspector  with  regard  to  the  proper  maintenance  and 
operation  of  the  plant  had  the  desired  result.

Official  Representations  were  submitted  early  in  the  year  in 
respect  of  twenty-eight  dwelling-houses ,  comprised  in  three  Clearance 
eas ,  in  ihu  Ladbroke  Road  area  of  Redhill.  The  Representations 
were  approved  by  the  Council,  who  made  four  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders 
to  include  tne  properties  in  question  and  also  adjoining  land  necessary 
satisfactory  re-development.  Two  of  the  Orders  were  opposed  and 
were  the  subject  of  a  Public  Enquiry  by  an  Inspector  of  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  &  Local  Government;  both  Orders  have  since  been  confirmed 
by  the  Minister. 
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Preliminary  inspections  were  made  of  about  forty  properties  on 
the  south  side  of  Cromwell  Road,  Redhill,  with  a  view  to  their 
representation  as  Clearance  Areas  in  1963* 

A  Closing  Orc^r  was  made  in  respect  of  a  cottage  that  was 
officially  represented  as  unfit  for  human  habitation. 


At  the  end  of  1962,  a  total  of  241  unfit  houses  had  been  demolished 
or  closed,  and  231  families,  comprising  641  persons,  had  been  re-housed 
under  tne  Council*  s  Clearance  Programme.

The  following  extracts  from  the  preliminary  Report  of  the  1 96l 
Census  with  regard  to  housing  in  the  Borough  are  not  without  interest. 
In  that  year  there  were  16,246  structurally  separate  dwellings  with 
77,723  occupied  rooms,  giving  an  occupation  density  of  O.65  persons 
per  room.  The  average  number  of  persons  per  room  ranged  from  0.55  in 
the  West  Ward  to  0.62  in  the  North-East  rard. 


The  percentage  of  persons  at  more  than  one— and-a-half  per  room 
was  3.6  for  the  Borough  &s  a  whole  and  ranged  from  1.2  in  the  West 
Ward  to  7.3  in  the  North-East  Jard. 


The  foregoing  figures  are  generally  in  accord  with  those  for  other 
residential  towns  in  Surrey.

nilk  supplies  arc  sampled  frequently  on  the  lines  and  for  the 
purposes  mentioned  in  previous  reports.  The  laboratory  findings  on 
sampies  examined  in  1962  are  summarised  in  Table  IV,  and  show  that  the 
mix  on  sale  locally  roaches  a  very  high  standard  of  bacterial  purity. 

Of  12  samples  of  tuberculin-tested  milk  and  102  samples  of 
pasteurised  milk  submitted  for  examination,  102  passed  the  presribed 
test  for  keeping  quality;  the  test  could  not  usefully  be  apolied  to 
samples  because  of  the  high  atmospheric  temperature  at  the  time  of 
the  examination.  The  remaining  sample  failed  to  pass  the  methylene 
blue  test  and,  as  it  was  of  tuberculin -tested  farm-bottled  milk,  the 
matter  was  referred  to  the  Divisional  milk  Officer  of  the  minis trv  of 
agriculture.  Fisheries  &  Food;  subsequent  samples  from  the  same  source 
were  reported  to  be  satisfactory. 

All  the  samples  of  pasteurised  and  sterilised  milk  satisfied  the 
prescribed,  tests,  indicating  that  the  heat  treatment  had  been  correctly 
and  efficiently  applied. 

Ten  samples  oi  milk  submitted  to  biological  examination  were 
reported  to  be  free  from  living  organisms  of  tubei'culosis.  During 
the  past  ten  years,  140  samples  have  been  submitted  to  such  examination 
ana  all  have  given  negative  results.  This  periodic  biological  testing 
is  confined  to  milk  that  will  not  be  subjected  to  heat  treatment  before 
delivery  to  the  consumer.

Ihesc  Regulations,  which  came  into  force  at  the  beginning  of 
1961,  greatly  simplified  the  administrative  work  in  the  issue  of 
licences  to  dealers  in  designated  milk.  Dealer' s  licences  became  valid

ro  special  action  was  necessary  under  Sections  47  and  48  of  the 
Pood  &  Drugs  Act,  1955,  nor  under  the  Public  Health  (Dried  milk) 
Regulations,  1923  to  194&,  and  the  Public  Health  (Condensed  j 'ilk) 
Regulations ,  1 95  9 . 

.all  articles  submitted  to  the  Public  .analyst  were  examined  for  the 
presence  of  preservatives ,  in  accordance  with  the  Public  Health 
(Preservatives ,  etc.  in  Pood)  Regulations,  1 925  to  1958,  which  were 
superceded  in  July  by  the  Preservatives  in  Pood  Regulations,  1 962 . 

Two  samples  of  sausages  and  one  of  sausage  seasoning  were  reported 
by  the  Analyst  to  contain  preservative.  Although  the  amount  in  each 
case  w as  within  permitted  limits,  the  presence  of  preservative  was  not 
formally  declared.  Following  representations  to  the  manufacturers 
concerned,  an  appropriate  declaration  was  added  to  the  labelling  of 
these  products.

There  are  now  two  premises  in  the  Borough  at  which  ice-cream  is  I? 

manufactured  for  sale.  In  each  case  soft  ice— cream  is  made  from  a 
sterile  cold  mix  in  a  freezing  machine,  from  which  it  is  directly 
dispensed  through  a  nozzle.  One  of  the  premises  is  a  sweet  confectioner' s 
shop  and  has  been  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  ice-cream,  while  the 
otner,  a  cafe,  is  exempt  from  registration.  The  proprietors  of  both 
establishments  have  accepted  a  code  of  practice  formulated  by  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  proper  control,  cleansing  and  sterilisation 
of  the  freezing  machines  and  equipment. 

A  total  of  131  confectioners,  grocers,  fruiterers,  newsagents,  etc.,  I 

arc  registered  for  the  retail  sale  of  ice-cream  which,  in  every  instance, 
is  obtained  pre-packed  from  one  or  other  of  the  large  manufacturing  and 
distributing  firms.  Hotels,  catering  establishments  and  cinemas  are 
exempt  from  registration. 

Twenty-one  samples  of  ice-cream  -  ten  from  registered  retailers, 
nine  froj..  other  establishments  in  the  Borough  and  two  from  ice-cream 
vehicles  -  were  examined  for  bacterial  quality  by  submission  to  the 
methylene-blue  reduction  test.  All  were  placed  in  provisional  Grade  1 , 
indicating  that  a  satisfactory  standard  of  cleanliness  had  been  observed 
in  manufacture,  storage  and  handling.

i^ion  01  Isolation  Hospital  Accommodat io n 

Thc^pr°vision  of  hospital  accommodation  for  the  isolation  and 
treatment  of  eases  of  infectious  disease  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board.  Patients  from  the  Borough  arc  usually 
admitted  to  the  Godstone  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  at  Bletchingley 
i  c  required  accommodation  and  facilities  are  available;  otherwise 
they  are  sent  to  suitable  hospitals  in  other  parts  of  the  Hospital 
Region.  x 

The  eight  infectious  cases  requiring  institutional  care  in  1962 
were  satisfactory  accommodated  in  local  hospitals  and  maternity  units. 
In  addition,  several  cases  of  uncomplicated  minor  infections  were 
admitted  to  hospital,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  medical  Officer  of 
Health,  on  grounds  of  inadequate  facilities  for  home  isolation. 


Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases 

The  action  taken  on  receipt  of  a  notification  that  a  person  is 

suffering  from  an  infectious  disease  is  fully  described  in  previous 

reports . 

The  exclusion  from  school  of  infected  persons  and  contacts  is 
carried  out  generally  in  accordance  with  the  suggestions  contained  in 
the  memorandum  issued  jointly  in  1956  by  the  ministry  of  Education  and 
the  i.  inistry  of  Health. 

Table  V  shows  the  numbers  of  cases  of  the  various  notifiable 
infectious  o.iseases  (other  than  tuberculosis)  recorded  in  the  area 
during  the  calendar  year,  classified  according  to  the  age  of  the  patient, 
together  with  the  numbers  of  cases  removed  to  hospital  and  the  total 
deaths  from  each  disease.  The  prevalence  of  the  various  diseases  is 
reviewed  below. 


Smallpox 

No  confirmed  case  of  smallpox  was  notified  in  the  Borough  in  1962. 
Two  suspected  cases  were  reported  when  the  disease  was  prevalent 
elsewhere  and  were  fully  investigated;  one  proved  to  be  unusually 
severe  and  atypical  chicken-pox  and  the  other,  admitted  to  hospital 
in  a  moribund  state,  had  post-mortem  evidence  of  acute  meningococcal 
septicaemia. 

Three  Borough  residents  who  were  bclicvedto  have  been  in  contact 
./itn  nno.m  cases  oi  smallpox,  either  in  this  country  or  abroad,  were 
kept  under  surveillance  for  the  prescribed  period. 


Scarlet  Fever 

There  were  only  three  notified  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  all  of 
which  were  successfully  nursed  at  home.  This  represents  an  extremely 
low  rate  of  prevalence,  but  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  a  considerable 
number  of  very  mild  cases  escaped  detection  and  notification. 

Diphtheria

The  thirty 
notified  cases  were  fairly  widely  scattered  as  regards  season  and 
locality  and  were  mild  in  clinical  type.  The  occurrence  of  multiple 
cases  in  the  same  households  was  unusually  common. 


Poliomyelitis 

For  the  fourth  consecutive  year  there  was  complete  freedom  from 
acute  poliomyelitis  in  the  Borough. 


D.ys  enterv 

The  five  notified  cases  of  bacilliary  dysentery  were  of  the  mild 
Sonne  type  and  were  confined  to  two  families.  The"  inf ect ion  in  both 

instances  was  traced  to  a  child  in  the  Redhill  Day  Nursery  who  was  found 
to  be  a  symtomless  carrier  of  the  infecting  organism.  Routine  examination 
of  specimens  from  all  children  and  staff  at  the  Nursery  and,  where 
appropriate,  from  their  home  contacts,  led  to  the  discovery  of  twenty-six 
carriers  of  possibly  recent  infection.  The  cases  and  carriers  were  kept 
onder  strict  supervision  until  their  freedom  from  infection  had  been 
established  by  laboratory  methods.  Similar  action  ms  taken  in 
relation  to  several  Borough  residents  who  were  reported  to  have  been  in 
clo^k,  contact  with  notified  cases  of  bacilliary  dysentery  in  other 
districts. 


Pneumonia 

The  prevalence  of  pneumonia  was  by  far  the  lowest  yet  observed  in 
the  Borough  and  was  practically  confined  to  the  adult  population  and  to 
the  early  part  of  January,  when  winter  respiratory  ailments  were  fairly 
common.  Only  t~/o  cases  were  designated  as  influenzal  in  origin.  One 
patient  needed,  skilled  institutional  care  and  the  others  were  nursed  in 
their  own  homes,  with  any  necessary  assistance  from  the  domiciliary 
health  services. 

Food  poisoning 

There  was  no  confirmed  case  of  illness  directly  due  to  the 
consumption  of  infected  food.  One  adult  and  three  children,  who  were 
investigated  for  other  conditions,  were  found  to  be  excreters  of  food 
poisoning  organisms  (S .  typhimurium  2,  S.brandenbcrg  1  ,  S.bredcney  l). 
The  necessary  precautionary  measures  were  taken  to  prevent  spread  of 
ir  feet  ion. 


Puerperal  fvrexia 

All  the  notifications  of  puerperal  pyrexia  (i.e.  rise  of  temperature 
in  the  lying-in  period)  related  to  women  who  had  been  confined  in  local 
maternity  units,  to  which  three  had  been  admitted  from  other  districts. 
The  total  number  of  cases  is  rather  smaller  than  usual. 


Other  Diseases 

Twenty-two  cases  of  acute  illness  which  were  believed  to  be 
infective  in  origin  were  removed  to  hospital  for  investigation.  Only 

four  of  these  yielded  laboratory  evidence  of  bacterial  or  virus 

infection.

"Vaccination  against  small-pox  is  not  at  present  undertaken  at  the 
County  Council' s  Clinics  in  the  Borough.  Particulars  of  notifications

The  foregoing  figures  represent  a  very  substantial  rise  in  the 
total  number  of  primary  vaccinations  and,  more  markedly,  of  re-vaccinations, 
which  applies  also  to  persons  in  the  older  age  groups.  The  increase  in 
the  demand  for  protection  was  in  the  main  prompted  by  the  occurrence  of 
cases  of  small-pox  in  other  parts  of  the  country,  though  a  considerable 
number  of  tne  re-vaccinations  were  of  persons  who  required  valid 
International  Certificates  of  Vaccination  for  the  purpose  of  foreign  travel. 

In  particular ,  the  number  of  primary  vaccinations  of  infants  in  their 
first  year-  is  above  the  average  and  represents  roughly  60.0  per  cent  of 
those  in  the  age  group.  Reference  has  been  made  in  previous  reports  to 
the  noticeable  tendency  on  the  part  of  parents  to  postpone  the  small-pox 
vaccination  01  their  children  until  the  second  year.  This  is  now  advocated 
y  he  1  inis try  of  Health,  on  the  grounds  that  any  hazard  associated  with 
vaccination  would  appear  to  be  somewhat  less  at  the  age  of  one  year  than 
belo it.  ^  It  is  strongly  emphasised,  however,  that  routine  vaccination 
in  early  childhood  should  continue  and  cannot  effectively  be  replaced  by 
outbreak  control  measures,  i.e.  the  isolation  of  cases  and  vaccination  and 
surveillance  of  contacts,  which  has  been  suggested  by  some  medical  authorities.

In  addition  to  the  above,  11 8  students  who,  for  one  reason  or 
another,  nad  failed  to  attend  on  previous  occasions  were  skin  tested: 

101  were  negative  reactors  and  were  successfully  vaccinated. 

The  foregoing  figures  are  generally  in  accord  with  the  findings 
for  previous  years,  apart  from  an  increase  in  the  percentage  accepting 
treatment  and  reduction  in  the  proportion  of  negative  reactors. 

Tliile  the  primary  purpose  of  the  scheme  is  the  ascertainment  and 
vaccination  of  children  who  have  not  already  had  a  primary  infection, 
it  is  the  usual  practice  to  arrange,  where  possible,  for  x-ray  examination 
of  positive  reactors  to  exclude  the  possibility  of  active  infection.  The 
Lass  Radiography  Unit  made  a  special  visit  for  the  x-ray  examination  of 
three  hundred  pupils  and  staff  at  a  school  where  routine  testing  had 
disclosed  an  unduly  high  proportion  of  strongly  positive  reactors,  which 

suggested  the  presence  of  an  active  focus.  No  unfavourable  x-ray  findings 
were  reported. 


It  was  not  necessary  to  conduct  a  special  investigation  at  any  school 
or  college  in  the  Borough  because  of  the  occurrence  of  an  infectious  case 
of  tuberculosis  amongst  pupils  or  members  of  the  teaching  staff. 


Protection  against  other  diseases 

Prophylactic  inoculation  against  other  infectious  diseases,  such  as 
cholera,  yellow  fever,  etc. ,  is  necessary  in  the  case  of  persons  proposing 
to  visit  foreign  countries  where  these  diseases  are  endemic  and  is  usually 
undertaken  at  specified  centres. 


Non-notifiable  Infectious  Diseases 

Information  relating  to  the  prevalence  of  non-notifiable  infectious 
and  contagious  diseases  is  necessarily  incomplete,  and  is  obtained 
mainly  from  reports  of  school  absentees,  the  periodic  statements  of 
sickness  claims  submitted  to  the  local  office  of  the  Linistry  of  Fensions 
and  National  Insurance  in  relation  to  insured  persons  and  the  Registrar' s 
weekly  return  of  deaths.  Cases  also  come  to  notice  through  enquiries 
by  employers  with  regard  to  quarantine  periods,  requests  for  disinfection, 
casual  communications  by  private  medical  practitioners  and  applications 
for  domestic  assistance  under  the  Home  Help  Scheme.  The  occurrence  of 
cases  at  the  Day  Nursery  and  in  residential,  children' s  homes  is  also 
reported. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  local  office  of  the  Linistry  of 
Fensions  and  National  Insurance  reported  that  sickness  benefit  claims  had, 
for  a  short  period,  reached  epidemic  level,  mainly  because  of  prevalence 
of  influenza  and  respiratory  ailments.  The  available  evidence  indicated 
that  the  cases  of  influenza  were,  on  the  whole,  mild  in  type,  of  short 
duration  and, associated  with  very  low  mortality

,  J-herc  are  facilities  at  the  Disinfecting  Station  for  the 
s  cnlisaoion  of  articles  that  have  been  exposed  to  infection  and  for 
the  cleansing  of  verminous  persons  and  their  belongings.  Frovision 
has  been  made  for  the  treatment  by  formalin  vapour  of  books  and  other 
rticlcs  which  are  unsuitable  for  disinfection  by  super-heateu  steam. 
The  work  undertaken  at  the  Disinfecting  Station  during  the  year  is 
summarised  in  a  later  section  of  this  report.

Uncleanliness 


-  eaiculosis  has  virtually  ceased  to  be  a  problem  in  the  Borough  and 
the  routine  cleanliness  inspection  of  school  children  has,  accordingly, 
een  discontinued  and  replaced  by  a  system  of  selective  following-up  of 
cases  of  uncleanliness  discovered  by  other  means. 

,  The  twenty- three  instances  of  pediculosis  reported  during  the  year 
related  to  one  adult,  eighteen  school  children  and  four  infants  under 
school  age  and  were  confined  to  nits  and  lice  in  the  hair.  All  were 
sa  isfactorily  cleansed  in  their  own  homes,  with  any  necessary  advice 
and  assistance  from  the  Public  Health  Department,  and  it  was  not  necessary, 
herefore,  to  maxe  use  of  the  facilities  at  the  Corporation’s  Disinfecting 
btation  for  tne  cleansing  of  verminous  persons.

eport  on  the  work 


1  has  again  been  a  year  of  general  consolidation,  some  advances 
also  having  been  made  in  the  spheres  of  housing,  caravan  sites,  slaughter- 

meat  inspection,  food  hygiene  and  street  trading,  home  safety 
and  heating  appliances  and  health  education 


u0  advent  of  thc  second  five  years  programme  for  the  clearance  of 
urn  it  houses  involved  the  representation  of  some  twenty-eight  houses  in 
Redhill  comprised  m  three  clearance  areas,  and  preparatory  inspections 
were  made  in  Cromwell  Road  with  a  view  to  further  clearance  areas  af  fee  tin. 
about  torty  more  houses.  Improvements  by  means  of  standard  grants 
shov/ea  a  gratifying  increase  during  the  year  in  applications  relating  to 
tenanted  properties,  in  the  numbers  of  dwellings  improved  and  in  the 
amenities  provided;  altogether  nearly  100  houses  have  been  improved  in 
this  way  since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  in  1959-  Consequent  upon  the 
passing  01 .the  Management  of  Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation  Regulations  in 
a  review  was  made  of  houses  known  to  be  let  to  a  number  of  families, 
n  ne  main  the  standard  was  reasonable;  advantage  was  taken,  however,  to 
achieve. improvements  in  means  of  escape  from  fire  in  exercise  of  the  new 
powers  in  that  respect. 


.  Council's  caravan  site  and  a  private  site  wore  further  improved 
.  uring  the  year,  and  are  now  up  to  a  standard  in  conformity  with  the 
Ministry  Model  Standards.  One  remaining  site  awaits  the  provision  of 
amenities  under  an  approved  scheme  submitted  by  the  owner. 

The  one  slaughterhouse,  at  Ivlerstham,  closed  down  for  the  second  half 
°l  the  year  and  a. general  scheme  of  alterations  and  improvements  was 
commenced  to  attain  modem  standards  in  hygiene  and  the  prevention  of 
crue  y  to  animals.  The  local  Butchers'  Association  continued  their 
s  augntering  in  the  adjoining  Rural  District,  and  assistance  on  meat 
inspection  was  given  in  consequence  of  thc  increased  "kill" . 

Routine  supervision  was  continued  at  food  premises,  with  special 
emphasis  on  street  trading,  and  all  the  latter  known  to  be  operating  in 
the  Borough  were  inspected  in  detail.  Commonest  failings  related  to 
ne  non-display  of  names  and  addresses  on  vehicles,  unsatisfactory 
ablution  facilities  and  absence  of  first-aid  outfits.  Marly  in  the 
year,  consequent  on  the  introduction  of  soft  ice-cream  to  be  made  at 
retail  shops,  attention  '.*as  directed  to  the  adoption  of  a  special  code 
or  practice  to  ensure  proper  control  and  a  good  standard  of  hygienic 
operation  throughout.  New  Preservatives  in  Food  Regulations,  whilst 
sweeping  ay/ay  many  of  the  old  cobwebs,  also  revealed  apparent  anomalies 
in  connection  with  the  labelling  of  certain  wholesale  foods  permitted  to 
contain,  preservative  and  Intended  for  use  in  the  trade  in  the  preparation 
01  retail  foods.  Much  head  scratching  was  occasioned,  but  invariably 
a  reasonable  outcome  was  achieved . 
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Home. safety  was  again  accented  in  the  new  Oil  Heaters  Regulations: 
a  review  in  this  field  indicated  that  the  trade  generally  had  anticipated 
requirements  and  had  fully  implemented  the  necessary  modification  work, 
ns  a. result,  oil  heaters  on  sale,  now  the  subject  of  stringent  safety 
requirements,  were  all  found,  to  be  satisfactory. 


Once  again  health  education  took  up  its  share  of  available  time, 
and  upwards  of  300  public  health  students  came  to  the  Borough  on 
organised  visits. 

It  is  usual  to  end  by  recording  general  appreciation  for  the  help, 
encouragement,  or  assistance  given  by  colleagues  during  the  year. 

I  count  myself  fortunate  indeed  that,  without  hesitation,  I  may  speak 
thus  of  the  ready  help  and  advice  always  there  for  the  asking  from 
Dr.  T.  H.  Bingham,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  of  the  support  of 
colleagues  in  the  Department  and  certainly  of  the  consideration  shown 
to  me  by  the  members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee.

Ten  applications  by  slaughtermen  for  the  renewal  of  their  licences 
were  granted  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  No  infringement  of  the  Act 

was  noted  during  1962 

Slaughtering  was  continued  at  the  Her s them  slaughterhouse  occupied  by 
the  hast  Surrey  waster  Butchers'  Association  Ltd.  until  30th  June,  when  the 
current  licence  expired.  Thereafter  works  of  redesigning  and  general 
improvement  'were  put  in  hand  to  achieve  compliance  with  the  new  Regulations 
°n  hygienic  construction  and  prevention  of  cruelty.  The  scheme  provided 
among  other  things  for  improved  layout  to  give  a  satisfactory  "line-svstem" 
of  slaughter  and  dressing;  more  space  in  si aught erhall ,  cooling  room"  and 
despa  ten  area;.  covered  accommodation  throughout;  more  complete  separation 
between  the  dirty"  and  "clean"  operations;  modern  equipment  for  humane 
slaughter  and  hygienic  handling;  and  better  office  and  changing  room 
facilities.  This  work  was  proceeding  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Whilst  the  Merstham  slaughterhouse  was  closed  for  the  second  hadf  of 
the  year,  slaughtering  for  local  consumption  was  continued  by  the  Butchers' 
Association  at  Chari  zood,  within  the  area  of  the  Dorking  1  Horley  Rural 
District  Council.  Assistance  was  offered  to  the  latter  on  meat  inspection 
at  Charlwood  during  this  period  of  heavier  slaughtering  and  it  was  agreed 
that  the  Reigate  Inspectors  should  be  authorised  to  carry  out  this  work  on 
behalf  of^the  Rural  District,  on  a  rota  in  conjunction  with  the  Dorking 
d  Horley  inspectors.  The  arrangement  .orked  satisfactorily  and  lOC^o 
inspection  was  maintained  The  results  of  meat  inspection  are  given  in 
the  accompanying  Tables  on  pages  33  to  36  ,  where  the '  figures  are  given 
separately  lor  Merstham  and  Charlwood,  but  relating  throughout  only  to 
meat  dealt  with  by  the  Reigate  inspectorate.  The  incidence  of  disease 
found  on  post-mortem  inspection  was  similar  to  that  in  196l,  with 
tuberculosis  continuing  to  remain  at  a  minimal  level.  The  number  of 
cattle  found  to  be  affected  with  cysticercosis  bovis,  a  parasitic  disease 
which  may  lead  to  the  development  of  tapeworm  in  humans,  declined 
appreciably  and  the  total  of  four  cases  noted  was  the  lowest  since  1956.. 
despite  the  cattle  slaughtering  figure  being  the  highest  since  that  year 
The  usual  examination  of  beef  carcases  necessary  to  reveal  this  condition 
continues  as  a  matter  of  daily  routine  nevertheless. 

In  calculating  me  percentage  of  animals  found  on  inspection  to  be 
aifected  by  disease  other  than  tuberculosis  or  cysticercosis,  figures 
relating  to  cattle  and  sheep  affected  with  liver  fluke _  and  to  pigs 
suffering  from  pneumonia  or  lung  congestion,  are  disregarded  as  these 
are  common  conditions  which  are  not  of  value  for  convoarative  statistical 
purposes . 

The  licensed  knacker’s  yard  at  Three  Arch  Road,  Redhill,  continued 
in  operation  throughout  the  year,  being  mainly  used  for  the  cutting  up 
o  carcases  of  animals  which  had  died  or  had  been  slaughtered  on  the 
owners'  premises.  Routine  inspections  revealed  that  a  satisfactory 
standard  of  hygiene  was  being  maintained. 

•wwrly  in  the  year  the  problem  continued  of  imported  horsemeat 
classed  as  fit  for  human  consumption  and  actually  intended  as  net  food, 
which  was  found  on  sampling  at  the  ports  to  have  a  high  Incidence  of 
infection  by  food  poisoning  organisms.

The  inspection  of  foodstuffs  generally  continued  to  be  made  during  the 
day-to-day  inspection  of  food  premises,  during  sampling  visits,  end  also  at 
the  special  request  of  traders.  Calls  in  the  last  category  are  minimal 
nowadays,  as  obviously  unfit  pre-packed  foods  are  returned  through  trade 
channels  as  a  matter  of  routine 

The  turnover  to  self-service  arrangement s ,  mainly  in  the  grocery  trade, 
continued  throughout  the  year,  and  the  problem  needing  instant  attention 
remained  that  of  satisfactory  handling  and  stock  rotation  of  the  wide 
variety  of  pre-packed  foods.  Suitable  continuous  instruction  of  retail 
staff  and  proper  systems  of  coding  still  prove  to  be  inadequate 

There  were  fifteen  complaints  of  alleged  unsatisfactory  food  made  to 
the  Department  during  the  year,  none  of  which  was  deemed  sufficiently 
serious  to  report  to  the  Public  Health  Committee .  Six  of  these  cases  were 
not  considered  to  be  justified,  five  were  of  foreign  material  in  the  food., 
one  was  of  deterioration  due  to  overlong  storage  at  the  retail  shop,  one 
case  was  of  unsatisfactory  turkeys  delivered  to  a  local  butcher’s  shop, 
and  withdrawn  immediately  upon  notification,  and  the  remaining  two  cases 
were  of  food  alleged  to  have  caused  illness.  In  these  t  ro  incidents, 
relating  to  fishpaste  and  mincemeat,  subsequent  laboratory  reports  on  the 
food  in  question  revealed  no  unsoundness  or  bacterial  contamination. 
Appropriate  action  was  taken  as  necessary  in  each  case. 

During  1J62  the  following  foodstuffs  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human 
consumption,  and  were  surrendered  to  the  Inspectors  for  disposal  at  the 
Council’s  Refuse  Disposal  forks: -

Food  and  Drugs  Act ,  1955  -  Sections  _1_3_  to  21  Hygiene  pn  connection  with 
the  s al e  of  Food,  etc,  to  the  Public 
Food  Hygiene  (General^ Regulations  ,  i960 

The  routine  inspection  of  food  premises  generally  indicated  that  a 
satisfactory  standard  of  hygiene  was  being  maintained;  in  the  few  cases 
where  the  standard  was  found  to  have  deteriorated,  immediate  action  had 
the  desired  result.  No  cases  arose  necessitating  report  to  the  Council 
or  resort  to  lqgal  action. 

During  the  year  special  attention  /as  directed  to  mobile  food  traders, 
and  standards  /ere  found  to  vary.  There  ’./ere  twenty-five  infringements, 
most  of  which  related  to  unsatisfactory  personal  ablution  facilities, 
absence  of  first-aid  outfits,  and  the  absence  of  names  and  addresses  on 
vehicles.  Inadequacy  in  the  actual  vehicle  -  in  design  or  covering 
was  rare,  being  dealt  with  in  only  two  cases-  A  general  improvement 
was  noted  towards  the  end  of  the  period.

In  addition  to  the  above-named  premises,  there  are  13  catering 
establishments  where  ice-cream  is  sold  for  consumption  off  the  premises 
which  are  exempt  from  registration  under  existing  lav/,  and  one  'where 
soft  ice-cream  is  manufactured 

Early  in  the  year  consideration  had  to  be  given  to  the  registration 
of  retail  shops  for  the  xaanuf acture  of  ice-cream,  an  unusual  step,  but 
one  dictated  by  the  increasing  popularity  of  a  new  frozen  confection,  soft 
ice-cream,  prepared  in  about  ten  minutes  from  a  cold  mix  or  powder  in  a 
special  machine  This  machine  is  self-contained  covering  both  manufacture 
and  storage,  the  resultant  product  be  in,,  dispensed  as  a  soft  cream  through 
a  nozzle  controlled  by  a  tap.  As  the  machines  have  to  be  emptied,  cleansed 
and  sterilised  daily,  the  dangers  of  neglect  and  subsequent  contamination 
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are  readily  apparent ,  especially  when  left  in  the  hands  of  unskilled  or 
disinterested  operators.  A  Code  of  Practice  was  accordingly  worked  out 
for  the  proper  control,  cleansing  and  sterilisation  of  these  machines, 
indicating  also  minimum  equipment  requirements.  It  was  agreed  that  all 
applicants  would  be  "advised"  to  adopt  the  Code,  prior  to  registration, 
so  that  they  might  be  able  to  comply  the  more  readily  with  the  Pood  Hygiene 
Regulations.  Two  such  machines  were  installed  and  put  into  use  during 
the  year,  one  at  catering  premises  regrettably  not  subject  to  registration. 

The  arrangement  was  continued  with  the  Borough  Engineer  whereby  any 
plans  of  food  premises  generally,  submitted  for  byelaw  approval,  were 
examined  in  this  Department  and  comments  made  on  any  aspect  of  environ¬ 
mental  hygiene  involved.  In  general,  these  related  to  the  provision  of 
adequate  light  and  ventilation,  suitable  sanitary  accommodation,  properly 
sited  ablution  facilities  and  the  provision  of  suitable  interior  finishes 
to  floors,  walls  and  ceilings.  Invariably  co-operation  by  architects  and 
builders  has  been  good . 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  -  Sections  09  -  99 
Sampling  and  Analysis 

One  hundred  and  fifteen  samples  purchased  by  the  Sampling  Officers 
were  submitted  for  analysis  by  the  Public  Analyst,  40  being  formal  samples 
and  the  remainder  taken  informally.  They  covered  a  wide  range  of 
commodities  and  in  seven  cases  were  adversely  reported  upon  by  the  Public 
Analyst.  Three  samples,  two  of  sausages  and  one  of  sausage  seasoning, 
were  related  and  involved  a  mixture  of  seasoning  and  preservative  currently 
used  in  the  manufacture  of  sausages,  sold  -without  a  proper  declaration  or 
label  as  required  by  the  Preservatives  in  Pood  Regulations.  Three  other 
samples  -  vegetable  salad,  orange  drink  and  slimming  sugar  -  were  considered 
by  the  Public  Analyst  to  have  misleading  descriptions  as  to  their  contents; 
in  two  cases  the  labelling  was  amended  and  in  the  third  the  food  was  of 
old  stock  and  should  not  have  been  on  sale.  The  firm  took  immediate  steps 
to  withdraw  all  remaining  stocks  from  their  retail  pr anises.  The  remaining 

sample  was  one  of  mixed  herbs  in  which  the  label  did  not  specify  the 
particular  herbs  used;  the  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  firms  involved  and 
the  label  was  duly  amended.

Merchandise  Marks  Act  1926  and  Orders  made  thereunder 

These  Orders  relate  to  the  following  imported  foodstuffs: 

Fresh  apples;  currants,  sultanas  and  raisins;  eggs  (in  shell); 
dried  eggs;  oat  products;  raw  tomatoes;  bacon  and  ham; 
dead  poultry;  meat;  margarine;  malt  products;  frozen  or 
chilled  salmon  and  sea  trout;  butter;  honey. 

They  provide  that  on  sale  the  goods  shall  bear  an  indication  of  the 
country  of  origin,  the  object  being  to  give  the  purchasing  public  the 
opportunity  of  choosing  between  goods  of  Home,  Empire  or  Foreign  origin. 

Routine  inspections  revealed  the  usual  scattered  ignorance  of  the 
various  Marking  Orders,  applying  as  in  the  past  mainly  to  newcomers  to 
the  trade  in  question.  Immediate  rectification  of  the  mistake  or  omission 
was  invariably  the  rule  and  no  case  arose  needing  report  or  statutory  action.

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Of  the  three  dairies,  two  were  used  only  for  the  cold  storage  and 
distribution  of  bottled  nilic.  The  third  is  in  premises  equipped  with 
a  high- temperature  short-time  pasteurising  apparatus  and  other  modem 
fittings .  Frequent  inspections  of  these  dairies  were  made  during  the 
year,  with  special  attention  to  the  last  mentioned  one;  they  ‘.ere  main¬ 
tained  in  a  satisfactory  condition  throughout  the  period.  ms  has  applied 
for  several  years  now  all  milk  sold  in  the  Borough  must  be  heat-treated, 
with  the  exception  of  farm-bottled  tuberculin-tested  mill:  frequent 

samples  of  the  various  grades  were  taken  on  a  regular  sampling  basis,  and 
only  one  result  was  unsatisfactory,  relating  to  farm-box tied  milk  produced 
outside  the  Borough. 

A  detailed  report  on  the  samples  of  milk  taken  in  1962  from  producers 
and  distributors,  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination ,  is  given 
in  the  report  of  the  medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Hairdressers1  and  Harbors*  Establishments 

The  premises  used  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  the  business  of  hair¬ 
dresser  or  barber  in  the  Borough  are  subject  to  bye-laws  made  in  1954  j 
under  Section  135  of  the  Surrey  County  Council  Act,  1936.  These  bye-la  s 
require  the  persons  carrying  on  the  business  to  maintain  cleanliness  of 
the  premises  and  of  the  instruments,  towels,  equipment  and  materials  used 
therein.  During  1962  no  serious  infringement  of  the  bye-laws  was  noted. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  register  of  premises  contained  particulars  of 
13  men's  and  28  women's  establishments. 


Factories  Act,  1937 ,  1948  and  1959 

The  Table  on  page  43  shows  in  detail  the  various  trades  in  the  Borough 
that  come  within  the  scope  or.  the  Acts.  During  the  year  130  inspections 
were  made.  The  Register  of  factories  has  been  further  brought  up-xo-date 
and  now  contains  258  entries;  in  10  cases  defects  relating  particularly 
to  sanitary  accommodation  and  general  cleanliness  '  rere  discovered;  defects 
in  10  factories  were  remedied.  H,H.  Inspector  of  Factories  drew  attention 
during,  the  year  to  one  case  involving  defects  which  came  'within  the  sections 
of  the  Factories  Act  enforceable  by  the  Local  Authority . 


Rag  Flock  and  Other  Filling  Materials  Act,  1951

Housing  work  throughout  the  year  involved  the  inspection  01  319  houses; 
29  were  reported  to  the  Council  as  unfit  for  human  habitation,  all  but  one 
being  in  Clearance  Areas  in  the  Ladbroke  Road  area  of  Redhill.  Tnirty- 
seven  houses  /ore  demolished  as  a  result  of  earlier  action  and,  in  all, 

31  families  (95  ;ersons)  /ere  rehoused  from  unfit  houses  during  the  year. 

Only  one  application  was  received  for  a  certificate  of  disrepair 
under  the  Rent  Act,  1957;  the  owner  gave  an  undertalcing  to  carry  out  tne 
repairs,  but  did  not  complete  them  within  the  prescribed  period  of  six 
months .  A  certificate  to  this  erfect  was  sought  by  the  tenant  and  ./as 

issued. 


Regulations  dealing  with  the  management  of  houses  in  multi-occupation 
came  into  operation  in  Hay  and  provided  for  co8.es  of  management,  wnicn  can 
be  applied  to  any  house  wholly  or  partly  let  in  lodgings  or  occupied  by 
members  of  more  than  one  family,  found  to  be  in  an  unsatisfactory  condition 
in  consec'Ucnce  of  defective  management.  Inspections  ./ore  carried  out  at 
all  known  houses  in  this  category,  but  no  case  arose  /here  a  management 
order  was  deemed  to  bo  necessary.  In  co-operation  ‘./ith  the  Borough

Engineer’s  Department,  a  close  control  has  been  maintained  wherever 
possible  for  sane  years  on  this  type  of  letting;  in  any  proposals  for 
conversion  a  reasonable  standard  of  sanitary  amenity  has  been  required. 

The  new  standards  now  formulated  on  means  of  escape  from  fire  will 
further  assist  in  these  cases. 

Housing  ( financial  Provisions)  Act .  1938 
House  Purchase  £  Pious ing  Act ;  195~9 

Throughout  the  year  the  Inspectors  continued  to  supervise  work  in 
connection  with  standard  grants  and  38  applications  were  dealt  with, 

34  being  approved.  Works  of  improvement  were  completed  at  29  houses 
and.  in  consequence,  the  following  improvements  were  achieved: - 
19  baths  in  separate  bathrooms,  21  washhand  basins,  22  hot  .ater  supplies, 
improved  watercloset  accommodation  in  21  cases,  and  18  foodstores 
installed.  The  amendment  to  the  1939  Act,  allowing  grant  assistance 
for  internal  vraterclosets  in  all  cases  where  not  previously  available, 
accounted  for  a  marked  rise  in  the  number  of  such  improvements  made 
during  1962  One  hundred  and  ninety-nine  visits  of  inspection  were  made 
in  connection  v/ith  this  work  generally.  There  was  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  owners  seeking  grants  for  tenanted  houses,  eight  of  these 
applications  being  received. 

Liaison  continued  to  be  exercised  with  the  Borough  Engineer  in 
proposals  dealing  with  discretionary  grant  applications,  and  43  such 
cases  were  referred  to  this  Department  for  observations  during  the  year. 
As  a  result  of  this  close  liaison  and  of  past  experience  in  this  matter 
a  useful  code  of  standards  has  been  attained  covering  such  matters  as 
general  repair;  measures  against  rising  dampness;  interior  finishes  to 
existing  kitchens;  thermal  insulation  of  walls  and  floors;  safeguards 
on  combined ’..'■ater  services;  and  exterior  paving. 

Consequent  on  this  grant  assistance  generally,  91  housing  units  were 
brought  up  to  a  reasonable  standard  of  both  repair  and  amenity  in  1962 . 


Diseases  of  animals  (haste  Pood)  Order,  1937 


This  Order  deals  with  the  inspection  and  licensing  of  boiling -plants 
used  by  collectors  of  waste  food  for  animal  feeding.  Such  v/aste  food 
may  spread  foot-and-mouth  and  other  animal  diseases  if  not  properly 
boiled  for  at  least  one  hour. 

No  new  licences  arose  during  the  year  and  inspections  of  all 
existing  waste  food  plants  indicated  that  the  requirements  of  the  Order 
were  being  generally  observed. 


Fairground  Sanitation 


There  were  three  fairs  and  one  circus  operating  for  short  periods 
in  the  Borough  during  1962,  and  all  were  visited  and  inspected  for 
general  sanitary  arrangements  The  provision  of  temporary  sanitary 
accommodation  and  an  emptying  and  cleansing  service  continued  to  be 
provided  where  applicable  by  the  Borough  Engineer  at  appropriate 
charges  and,  in  consequence  of  this  and  the  close  supervision 
maintained,  standards  were  satisfactory 

Heating-  Appliances  (Fire  Guards)Act ,  1932,  and  Regulations,  1933 
Oil  Heaters  Re  ulation s_^  1962 

The  Heating  Appliances  Regulations  deal  v/ith  safety  guards  for 
electric,  gas  and  oil  spa.ce-heating  appliances  and  standards  adopted 
by  manufacturers  invariably  ensure  canpliance  with  the  requirements. 

In  consequence,  it  is  becoming  increasingly  rare  to  find  a  contravention; 
none  ",/as  found  on  inspections  carried  out  during  the  year.

The  Oil  Heaters  Regulations,  which  came  into  force  in  June,  imposed 
requirements  in  respect  of  oil  heaters  to  prevent  or  reduce  risk  of  death 
or  personal  injury.  Following  earlier  consultation  with  the  trade  at 
national  level,  virtually  all  unsatisfactory  heaters  had  already  been 
withdrawn  for  modification  where  practicable.  Nevertheless,  a  circular 
letter  was  sent  to  all  hardware  and  ironmongers  shops  generally  advising 
on  tne  new  requironents  relating  to  oil  heaters.  During  subsequent 
rnspec cions  at  all  o..  these  premises  no  unsatisfactory  heaters  were  found. 


Noise  Abatement  Act,  I960 

I  This  Act,  dealing  with  nuisances  arising  from  noise,  does  not  lay 

down  rigid  standards  of  permissible  noise;  indeed  it  would  appear  most 
difficult  do  so.  The  problem  varies  in  each  case  with  location  and 
distance,  intensity  of  the  noise,  period  and  length  of  duration  and  the 
time,  of  day  or  night.  In  consequence,  investigations  in  this  field 
entail  long  and  repeated  periods  of  observation,  often  with  scanty  results, 
inree  cases  investigated  during  the  year  related  to  noises  from  a  garage, 
barking  dogs  at  a  kennels  and  band  music  from  a  youth  headquarters,  all 
alleged  to  be  excessive  noise  at  unreasonable  hours.  Following  round 
the  clock  observations  in  the  "barking  dogs"  case,  no  evidence  was  found 
of  a  statutory  noise  nuisance,  whilst  in  the  ether  two  cases  improvements 
were  achieved  following  representations.

Infestations  dealt  with  showed  a  general  decrease  in  numbers  compared 
with  the  previous  year,  particularly  so  at  dwelling-houses;  they  were 
mainly  light  and  scattered,  and,  in  consequence,  quickly  brought  under  control. 

Inspection  and  control  work  on  agricultural  land  was  maintained  through¬ 
out  the  year  without  any  major  problem.  Period  arrangements,  on  a  quarterly 
charge  basis,  for  regular  disinfestation  by  Pests  Officers  of  the  Department 
were  continued  with  satisfactory  results  in  six  cases,  relating  to  three 
agricultural  holdings  and  three  business  premises;  during  the  year  one  new 
arrangement  was  made  at  another  agricultural  holding  Routine  charges  at 
business  premises  continued  unaltered,  the  occupier  being  required  to  meet 
the  cost  of  the  treatment  on  a  basis  of  10/-d.  an  hour,  with  a  minimum  charge 
of  15/ -d. 

Routine  treatment  of  the  serve  rage  system  of  the  Borough  was  carried  out 
during  the  year,  when  the  results  of  tests  made  and  poisoning  carried  out 
were  again  satisfactory.  They  indicated  that  rat  infestation  in  the  savers 
continued  to  be  minimal,  and  of  over  400  manholes  tested  only  six  were  found 
to  give  evidence  of  infestation,  in  each  case  quickly  cleared  by  systematic 
poisoning.  Regular  control  was  continued  throughout  the  year  at  the 
Council’s  Refuse  and  Sewage  Disposal  Jorks,  and  on  the  banks  of  the  stream 
f lowing  through  Redhill  and  Earlswood. 

The  control  work  already  detailed  was  exclusive  of  that  carried  out 
under  contract  arrangements  with: 

(a)  the  Surrey  County  Council  at  all  their  premises  in  this 
Borough;  these  include  St.  Anne's,  Redhill,  and  its 
ancillary  homes,  32  schools  and  14  school  kitchens, 
day  nursery ,  clinics,  fire  brigade  premises,  etc.; 

(b)  the  Group  Hospital  management  Committee  at  the  Redhill 
General  Hospital. 
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Apart  from  this  rodent  control  work,  the  officers  were  engaged  at 
Corporation  property  in  dealing  with  other  pests,  such  as  rabbits,  foxe 
badgers  and  moles.  Fifty  six  wasps'  nests  ./ere  destroyed  during  the 
summer  period,  considerably  less  than  in  the  preceding  three  years. 

Education  and  Instruction 

As  in  the  past,  in  suitable  cases  educational  visits  have  been 
encouraged  and  supervised  to  the  Refuse  Disposal  orks,  Sewage  dorks, 
Disinfecting  Station  and  Caravan  Sites;  also  to  a  local  cinema  on 
modem  controlled  ventilation  and  heating  in  large  buildings.  In  the 
main  these  visits  have  been  by  organised  parties  of  student  Nurses, 
Health  Visitors  and  Public  Health  Inspectors;  altogether  a  tota.l  of 
320  visited  the  Borough  during  the  year. 
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
